Officials were inclined to take into 
consideration that a reply might have 
been delayed and indicated that a 
favorable response, even though a day 
or two late, would not be rejected. 


VILLA’S RISE DISTURBs. 

Meanwhile the administration is 
more disturbed over the Mexican sit- 
uation than it has been at any time 
since the massacre of the Boyd com- 
mand at Carrizal. 

Reports which have reached the 
state department within the last few 
days tend to confirm the belief that 
Villa, with the assista..ce of confed- 
erates in the eastern and southern 
states of Mexico, will soon be strong 
enough to smash Carranza and re- 
establish himself as dictator of more 
than half the country. 

The situation with regard to the rise 
of Villa may be summarized in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

1—Villa is virtually dictator of that 
section of the atate of Chihtahua 
south of Gen. Pershing’s column. He 
is also in control of Durango; a large 
part of Coahuila and adjoining states. 

2—-The Carranza “generals” who 
were supposed to be in control of 
these sections have fled with what 
loot they managed to get during the 
last few months. These troops have 
willingly joined Villg. The change of 
allegiance was caused by empty 
stdmacha.

New York, Dec. 26.—Luis Cabrera, 
chairman of the Mexican delegation on 
the joint commission, said tonight no 
time limit had been fixed for Carranza 
either to’ accept or reject the proposed 
protocol. There was no undersianding, 
he added, which | gave the American 
commissioners authority to impose such 
a time limit.

TRAINING NOT COMPULSORY. 

The work will be in no sense compul- 
sory, every student and his parents hav- 
ing the privilege of choosing whether 
the work shall be undertaken. If the 
Wyoming plan 1s followed credit toward 
graduation will be given for the cadet 
work done by the studenta. 

Military training is a part of the work 
of only a few high schools in the United 
States—namely, those in Wyoming and 
Washington, D. C. Since it became evi- 
dent some time ago that the war depart- 
ment would provide competent instruc- 
tors for the work in any high achool 
which wished seriously to undestake the 
work many requests have come into the 
office of the secretary of war, but so far 
none of these requests has been granted 
except those named above. 


FOLIOWS WAR COLLEGE PLAN. 

The establishment of military training 
in the high schools follows out the plan 
adopted by the war college for the de- 
velopment of a citizem army in the 
United States, As a part of the plan 
every boy in the United States wil! 
have the opportunity to become trained 
in the use of arma The adoption of the 
Wyoming plan in the Chicago schools 
will be its first trial on a large scale. ~ 

Capt. Steever, under whose super- 
vision will be all cadet work fn the 
secondary schools in the territory em- 
braced in the central department of the 
army, is an authority on military train- 
ing in the schools. He worked for the 
Wyoming plan almost in its entirety. 
and is recognized in army circles as the 
best informed officer in the army on that 
subject. Alth@ugh Capt. Steever’s head- 
quarters wil be at Culver Military acad- 
emy, Culver, Ind., moet of his persona) 
work will be done in Chicago. 


INTERSCHOOL COMPETITION. 

The Wyoming. plan embraces inter- 
school competition and it is expected 
that the cadets of the northern Il!linots 
schools where military training will be 
established, and those of Chicago, Kan- 
sas City, and Washington, will soon be 
in active competition for cadet honors. 

Under Capt. Steever’s direction will be 
four Heutenants and sixteen sergeants 
of the regular army, all picked men. 
The twenty-three Chicago high schools 
will take the time of ten of these tn- 
structors, since it is planned to detail! 
one instructor approximately to two 
and one-half schools. 

The Wyoming plan is essentially based 
on competition and atl cadets are or- 
ganized into competition units. Leaders 
take turn about choosing the members 
of their units, so that each unit is made 
up of an equal number of strong, me- 
dium, and weak lads. 

There are wall scaling units, infantry 
drill units, troop leadership units, schol- 
arship units, field firing units, camp and 
field units.

it means that the United States, in the opinion

the mothers, wives, and sisters of men who have 
enlisted might soon in bitterness be sticking white 
feathers in the hats of able bodied men who remain 
in civilian clothes; it means that soon American 
newspapers might be printing casualty lists; that 
industries might soon be taken over and converted 
into ammunition works; that a government which 
has revealed no talerit for organization might soon 
be called upon to meet the demands for the highest 
sort of national organization. 

Such are the possibilities not as THe TRIBUNB or 
any other newspaper describes them but as the 
American government describes them. What, then, 
is the government doing to make the nation fit to 
meet these possibilities?

A COMMISSIONER OF SOULS.

HERNIA. 

R, JAMES BURRY of the Illinots 
Steel company, speuking before 
the National Safety council, stated 
that the theory that straining 
caused hernia should be consigned 

to the scrap heap. This is his reasoning: 

There cannot be a hernia without a 
hernial sac. The herniul sac is formed 
from the peritoneum. Persons who later 
in life develop hernias are born with 
hernial sacs. However, these sacs are 
shut off by constricting rings. In the 
formation of a hernia some parts of the 
abdominal content, usyally a piece of 
omentum or a leop of intestine, is driven 
against the opening of the hernial sac. 

It is pushed in a short’distance, then it 
pulls out. Again it is pushed In a little 
way and then pulled out. After belng 
repeatedly pushed tn the opening is 
found to be larger and tHe open part of 
the canal to be longer. The pushing 
process is repeated a great many times 
and the canal gradually gets larger and 
deeper. 

Presently the mass is large enough and 
extends into the canal far enough to ve 
noticed by the patient. Probably he first 
notices it after a hard coughing spell or 
after some ‘heavy lifting. He jumps to 
the conclusien that the strain ruptured 
him. What the strain did was to reveal 
to him a hernia which had been present 
for a lung time. 

— 

Dr. Burry quote. Paul Berger as saying 

that in closely examining 150 people with 


hernias, thirty-four had only one hernia, 


while ninety-six had one or more undis- 
covered hernias in addition to the hernia 
of which complaint was made. The 
ninety-six had 196 herniasg, 100 of which 
were unsuspected. 

He quotes Surgeon Tillmans of Aus- 
tria and Surgeons Sheen, Langlon, and 
Dunn of England as saying that hernia 


I tnfer that Dr. Burry’s explanation 
of the greater frequency of hernias 
among men who lift heavy weights and 
carry heavy loads is that these men dis- 
cover their hernias whereas office work- 
ers do not. 

There is no question about the orlgin 
of the hernial sac. It is formed con- 
genitally. Straining does not make that. 
To my mind it is equally certain that 
hernias when found are not newly 
formed. They have been gradually form- 
ing for a long time. The unusual strain 
discovers the presence of a previously 
overlooked but usually gradually enlarg- 
ing hernia. 


é not caused by muscular strain.

However, I do not think that the lifting 
of heavy weights persistently or any 
other strain frequently repeated can be 
eliminated from the causes of hernia. 
They serve to push the omentum or in- 
testines into the hernial sac little by Iit- 
tle. Hernia is in some Instances in part 
a result of occupation. It is not an acci- 
dent. 

As to the treatment of hernia, Dr. 
Burry 1s strongly in favor of an opera- 
tion. He says: 

“It is generally held that a properiy

The average man is 
fuurteen times as apt to have a hernia 
as the man who has been operated on is 
to have a recurrence.

RT lovers tn all parts of the world 
will be interested to learn that 
one of the finest private collec- 
tions of paintings in existence, 


; 
| ' namely, that formed by the late 


King Charles of Roumania, has fallen 
into the hands of the German army. 

The collection comprises three mag- 
nificent paintings by Velasquez, one of 
them a remarkable portrait of Cardinal 
Galli. There are also several Murillos, 
two fine Titians, nine pictures by El 
Greco, the chief being his portrait of 
Diego Covarruvias; one Botticelll, sev- 
éral Tintorettos, two Paolo Varoneses, 
one Rembrandt, one Rubens, ten ex- 
guisite panels by Lancret, several Cor- 
regios and Tiepolos, and a wonderful 
Squarcione. These form the cream of 
the collection of the late King Charles 
in the royal palace at Bucharest. 

Always rich, Charles had plenty of 
opportunities in his younger days of 
making most advantageous purchases in 
Paris, guided largely by the advice of 
Hortense Lacreix, who, herself an ar- 
tist, was the wife of a painter of con- 
siderable note. She was the foster sis- 
ter of King Charles’ father, Prince An- 
thony of Hohenzollern, and of his 
cousin, Napoleon IIL 


—~— 
Hortense wag fond of Prince Anthony 
of Hohenzollern’s sons—‘‘my boys,” as 
she used to call them, while to them she 
was ‘“‘ Aunt Hortense’’; and it was on 
her advice that Napoleon, of whom she 
was a most trusted and devoted coun- 
selor, nominated Prince “Charles of 
Hohenzollern to the throne of Rou- 
rnania. 

King Charles purchased the entire 

Bamberg collection, also that of. the 
Spanish-French Marquis de las Maris- 
mas, who was Empress Eugenié’s pri- 
vate banker, and also a number of the 
paintings comprised in the collection 
formed by the celebrated French Mar- 
shal Soult. 
It may be recalled that the latter, 
when forced by Wellington to abandon 
Spain, plundered every church, cathe- 
dral, convent, monastery, royal palace, 
and public and private gallery of the 
art treasures which {t contained. His 
booty was colossal. Most of it he got 
safely across the border itnto France, 
and was clever enough to hide it so 
that the allied forces were unable to 
recover possession of it during their 
occupation of Paris, in 1814-15. Most of 
it is now dispersed. 


—_ . { 
A portion of the paintings, coming 
from the royal palace at Madrid, fell 
into the hands of the English, in the 
northern portion of Spain, and the 
cases and rolls marked with the name 
of Marshal Soult were turned over, ag 
his share of the spoils, to the British 
commander, Lord [afterwards Duke) 
Wellington, who, without ¢xamining 
them, caused them to be sent to his 
London residence. 
It was not until his return to London 
to live—that is to say, some time in 
1816—that he had time to investigate 
the character of the Soult plunder, and, 
after having done so, immediately pro- 
ceeded to notify King Ferdinand of 
Spain that he had his paintings and 
informing him that he held them at his 
disposal. But the king promptly re-

Both brothers are go-ahead, matter 
of fact, cheery, and good humored men. 
Both are gifted with a”gift of repartee, 
and on one occasion when at a meet- 
ing at the Carlton club, Lord Westbury 
was roughly told by a fox hunting 
squire at the farther end of the room 
to “speak up,” he sarcastically sug- 
gested that the gentlernan’s ears were 
assuredly long enough to enable him to 
hear, even at that distance. 

Lord Westbury at another time broke 
the bank at Monte Carlo, walking off 
with $200,000, and was until the begin- 
ning of the war tnterested in the de- 
velopment and promotion of several 
prosperous health resorts on the conti- 
nent, as well as in the management of 
a long line of hotels in England and 
abroad. He is a clever business man, 
and everything that he touches seems 
to turn into gold. 

The first Lord Westbury, although the. 
most famous lawyer of his day, figures 
in history as the only lord high chan- 
cellor in modern times who had been 
compelled to vacate his seat on the 
woolsack and his office as keeper of 
the sovereign’s conscience and of the 
great seal of the realm, in consequence 
of charges of malfeasance and corrup- 
tion, brought against him in both houses 
of parliament.

Guidotto, hitherto known ag Count of 
Henckel and Baron of Donnersmarck, 
has become, through the death of his 
wonderful old father, at the age of 
nearly 87, second Prince of Donners- 
marek and head of the largest private 
fortune in Germany.

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VOICE OF THE PEOPLE 
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NO EFFECT ON LAKE LEVELS. 

Chicago, Dec. 26.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—Your various articles on the ob- 
jeétions of the army engineers and Sec- 
retary Baker to the drainage canal and 
your more recent editorial on the subject 
show that you sense the animus of the 
objectors, and that you understand how 
little the drainage canal can affect the 
level of the great lakes. 

I have compiled from the latest atlas 
a list of the rivers flowing into Lakes 
Michigan and Supertor. As forty flow 
into the former and sixty-seven into the 
latter I shall not ask you to print the 
names, as they can be ascertained by 
glancing at the map. These numbers do 
not include branches of rivers nor do 
‘they take into account the thousands of 
springs or large and small brooks flow- 
ing into these lakes. 

These rivers extcnd through the states 
of Michigan. Indiana, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, and the Dominion of Canada, drain- 
ing hundreds of miles of valleys and 
pouring contimually an immense volume 
of water into the two lakes, and only 
these two lakes could be affected, if in- 
deed the flow of the Straits of Mackinac 
could be reversed, by any effect of the 
drainage canal on the level of Lake 
Michigan. P 

The waters of the great lakes of Mani- 
toba run Into Lake of the Woods through 
the Winnipeg and English rivers. thence 
by Hainy river to Lake Superior. No 
consideration {s taken of the flow of 
innumerable streams into the Georgian 
bay, Lake Huron, Lake St. Clair, and 
Lake Erie and the great volume of water 
thus contributed to the power of Niagara 
falls.

to see the famous Mission Inn at River- 


side. This wonderful work of architecture 
is the combination of a lifetime desire by | 
ite builder, Frank Miller, who probably 


knows more about 
than any other man in the entire world. 
Tse Inn is unlike any other hosteiry. It 
combines within ite lofty cloistered walls, 
spacious eun-lit courts and shadowed 
Moorish corridora, the peace of an old 
mission in the days of the Padres, the 
luxurious service of a great modern hotel, 
the lure of an immense museum of aniiques 
ow ao erg 6 6040 dremeures, and 
the added charm of a vast institution 
shrouded in an atmosphere of past cen- 
turies.

dow Mission Inn Was Established 


In 1872 Captain CG C. Miller of Tomah, 
Wisconsin, came to California with ‘tis 
family, secking health for Mrs. Miller, and 
immediately aiterward became the surveyor 
of the new colony developing at Riverside, 
and soon became chief engineer of the con- 
struction of the valley’s. first irrigation 
canal. When the Millers came to River- 
side there were four houses in what is now 
ihe mile square of Riverside property. 
The Millers Sad four chikirea—Frank, 
Alice, Emma and Edward. Mr. Miller, with 
the assistance of his son Frank, built a 
little adobe homestead on a patch of 
ground secured as back payment of salary 

‘trom the company tor which he worked. 
Next door was the Tibbetts house where 
boarders were taken and it was the first 
Riverside hotel. In 1877 when some of the 
directors of the water company were visit- 
ing the townsite, the Tibbetts house burned 
down and C, C. Miller, as the company’s 
engincer, put them up during the rest of 
their visit. The Tibbets were not able to 
rebuild and the Miller family took upon

themselves the duty of providing lodging , 


and board for strangers who might come 


to the town. Owing to the excellent cook- 
ing and the hospitable environment of the 
Miller home,’ patronage grew and it was 
necessary to add more rooms so that grad- 
uai.y the Miller home became quite a 
thriving hotel. 

With the growth of Riverside as an 
orange district the possibilities as a resort 
place were seen and. the Glenwood Tavern, 


as the Miller boarding house was called, ' 


grew still further. In 1880 Frank Miller 


married Isabelle Hardenberg, a young 
school teac‘ier. 

In the ‘90s Riverside had developed so 
much and the possibility of it as a touring 
center had become s0 strong that Frank 
and Mrs. Miller began to plan a large hotel 
one that was to be typical of tae country. 


Visited by President Roosevelt 


After new delays, in 1903 the New Glen- 
wood, all in the mission style with Spanish 
tile architecture, with its many arches, 
balconies and pergolas covered with mission 
grapes, had replaced the Glenwood Tavern, 
built im the 9s, and this was in time for 
President Koosevelt's visit ‘to Caliornia. 
He spent the night at the new hotel and 
left an ineffaceable memento of his coming 
by officiating at the ceremony when the 
original navel orange tree was transplanted 
to the pati in tront of the little homestead 
trom the Tibbitts’ grove, 


Comprehensive Study of Historic!

In 1906 President Roosevelt had accorded 
Frank Miller a concession to build a hotel 
in Yosemite Valicy and with Mrs. Miller: 
and their daughter Alice, he went abroad 
to study the Kuropean hotels. In the 
course of the trip there was an extended 
visit to Italy and especially to Assisi to 
mote where the Franciscan order and build- 
ing started, since California was founded, 
by Franciscans, and tie family came back 
from the journey with all sorts of new 
ideas for @ new addition.

A new building period tollowed and the 
Spanish Wings and Court were read: ior 
the Exposition travelers of 1915, exhibitin
